''This is not ‘dollar diplomacy,’” 
he sal(i. "We know that there can 
be no real cultural relations unless 
there Are close commercial relations 
between nations. The one follows 
the other,'

"Culture, and particularly uni- 
versity culture, grow out of a ma- 
ture commercial development. Sim- 
ilarly, when nations enjoy close 
business relations, their cultural re- 
lations may become closer and more 
useful." / .

This is a preliminary survey of 
some of the worst evidences of 
“confusion thrice confounded” in 
the organizational set up. more par- 
ticularly in the almost complete 
lack of control the Student Life 
Committee has over activities.

The answers to the problems pre- 
sented cannot be furnished by any 
one person or group, hut practical 
solutions may be found if activities 
men will examine the situation 
carefully and bring some real work 
to bear on it. 

A thorough discussion of all 
phases of the problem, and an 
analysis of possible solutions, it is 
believed, will help toward bring- 
ing some order out of the present 
chaos.

First weakness of S. L. C. lies 
in the fact that Its exact powers 
have never been clearly defined in 
so many words. This was brought 
out when, in refusing to recognize 
the American Student Union, S. L. 
C. had first to pass a formal mo- 
tion outlining what it believed to 
be its powers under Ru|e 6 and ex- 
plaining its refusal to recognize. x • 

The fact Is that S. L. C.’s one 
function is to "recognize” activities; 
This is a purely negative power — 
albeit one of life and death if the 
committee ever decides to use it— 
and it has never been extended to 
Include any actual control over the 
conduct of activities. (Except in ref- 
erence to the aforementioned Amer- 
ican Student Union— and evidence 
strongly suggests that "Rule 6" was 
written solely for the purpose of 
stopping the A. S. tMtor any organi- 
zation like it.— The Editor.) 

THHIS primary power is stated in 
* Rule 1 of the Recognition Rules, 
given on page 48 of the Handbook, 
and pages 79 and 80. The other 
rules, including the famous "Rule 
6,” are merely extensions of Rhle 1. 

That rule states that only approv- 
ed organizations may use the Uni- 
versity name or "represent -them- 
selves as' composed of students^ or 
members of the Unlverslty.’Y 
That would seem to be a clear 
grant of power; yet S. L. C. has' 
never assumed that It could COM- 
PEL organizations to register as 
required hy that rule and more 
detailed rules laid down , by the 
Board of Trustees. 

For example, S. L. C. has never 
recognized the Service Party, which 
has absolute control of the Student 
Council and virtual control of the 
S. L. C. Itself— and therefore prac- 
tical control of all student .govern- 
ment. . 

Service and Progressive parties 
have simply "grown up’* and havd 
not gone to the trouble of register- 
ing. S. L. C. has not even "in- 
vited" them" to register (as , pro-' 
vlded in Rule 5). 

Lack of power compel organi- 
zations to comply with the recog- 
nition rules Is thus seen as the 
second great weakness of S. L. C. 
This Is. closely followed by an- 
other; ^ 

V^HEN its invitations are .not re- 
** turned, S. L. C. has no way of 
determining whether the organiza- 
tions not reporting are "dead." 
moribund, or simply unwilling to 
cooperate. 

That the latter is sometimes the 
case may be seen in ihe fact that 
at least seven organizations listed 
in the Handbook so far have not 
reported. These are: 

Alpha Kappa Kappa: Columbian 
Council; Kappa Beta Pi; Scarab; 
Schoenfeld Deutscher Vereln; Ser- 
indlp; and Westminster Club. 

Chairman DeWitt Bennett has 
■fated that S. L. C. hag no Infor- 
mation on these groups. One— Co- 
lumbian Council— Is actually a part 
of the student government, and is 
presumed to be functioning, or at 
least to be In existence, with elected 
officers. Bennett said definitely it 
has not been recognized, and that 
its present organization is unknown 
to S. L. C. 

•\ Kappa Beta PI is a complete mys- 
tery to S. L C What ,it is. who 
Its officers are, whether it is ac- 
tive or not— are all unknown. It 
ia apparently not of sufficient po- 
litical prominence to make Itself 
known through its activity. 

A list of discrepancies between 
the list of organizations in the 
Handbook and the official list of 
S. L. C. was handed to Chairman 
Bennettfl who said he had no idea 
where the Handbook secured its 
list. He stated* definitely It was 
not furnished by S, L. C. 

The mere size of the problem Is 
a complication. S. L. C., as already 
stated, recognized 121 organizations 
through last month, Including six 
entirely new ones and four "re- 
vived” activities approved after 
several years’ inactivity. At least 
14 await . possible recognition, in- 
cluding two now recognized provi- 
sionally. 

That is the problem In coordi- 
nation faced by S. L. C. and the 
Student Council— whose own aet-up 
calla for examination.

I In Defense of Millay 

By Samuel Katz 

•pOOR Miss Millay is our most unfortunate 
* living poet. She has been praised by her 
admirers for her defects, and damned by her 
critics for her virtues. No one has been so com- 
pletely misunderstood (Eliot and Pound having 
been, by most her readers, Ignored); and no 
one has been the subject of more violent and 
bigoted argument. Now, that she has published 
her new conversation-piece, she has been roundly 
damned, particularly by admirers. 

Her critics have said lots of unkind things, 
and in a rather mean and nasty way. Her 
friends ought to have told her not to publish 
the volume, one has said; others in magnificent 
condescension tell us that Miss Millay is not. 
and barely ever was a good poet. For once her 
admirers and critics agree; and what they have 
to say is a good deal worse than anything, how- 
s / ever bad, she might have written. 

Of course “Conversation at Midnight” Is not 
roared good verse; It could not be thoroughly bad, 
j. for Miss Millay is too skillful a poet: but it-' 

Is very far from being thoroughly good. The 
poem Is a conversation-piece, and that damns 
It in the beginning. People like to talk, but they 
don’t even like to hear others speak, much less 
'i read conversation in poetry books! The poem 
sounds so much like what they argued abbut last 
night that most people instinctively dislike the 
work. 

Miss MUlayts fundamental error, though, is 
that she has strayed into alien pastures. Miss 
Millay is a fine poet; she (like Elinor Wylie) has 
taken a subjective, lyrical idiom and developed 
it to a peak unapproached by contemporaries. 
There may be no great depth in her verse, but 
the feeling is genuine and warm; the imagery, 
though not too subtle or explosive, effective, and 
her mastery of technique shows a- fine talent 
developed by a good deal of work and common- 
sense. Like Housman, she has perfected her own 
idiom, and, if we do not think her so fine a poet 
as Housman, it is only that she lacks some of his 
substance. He is no more skillful 4 with his Idiom 
than she with hers; the only difference is that 
his li on .a higher plane.

( Continued from P«g« 3) 
as we do over the weather, and 
llrohably waste as much lime talk- 
ing about one as the other. 

/\NE Ifnal word ought to be said 
about Millay and Anderson, for 
both are applying verse to modern 
"life." Both this conservation-piece 
and "Winterset" have a lot in com- 
mon. They are experiments; and 
they both have this major weak- 
ness undistinguished characteriza- 
lion, the feeling one has that both 
authors are concerned with ideas 
and not pepple. We' remember 
af(er we leave, "Winterset" not real 
people (Estrella Is the one real per- 
son Ip the play) but Sacco and 
Vanzetti; and we lament their fale 
a good deal more than we do Mlo's. 
What must be said about Millay’s 
poem would be a good deal more 
unkind. Anderson, though, suc- 
ceeds in one field where she fails. 
Her poem is utterly loose, utterly 
without any core, which might keep 
the wnole work from getting very 
dull .and dissipated, while Mr. An- 
derson's plot is one of the most In- 
tense and tragie In all literature: 
it is the' supreme virtue of the 
play, MUla ‘s poetry is on a higher 
level than Anderson’s, chiefly, prob- 
ably, because he cannot write verse. 
Even when we are tolerant of his 
Inexperience, we seldom get the 
feel of real poetry from Mr. An- 
derson's pen. 

In ulj, though, It is refreshing to 
see these experiments, this recru- 
descence of poetry. They ought to 
be encouraged as experiments, 
though harshly dissected as works 
of literature. So far as Mr. Ander- 
son Is concerned, we ought to hope 
that he continues to write such 
fQod plays— and writes mare Inter- 
esting verse. iThere is nothing we 
need say In defense of Miss Millay. 
Her poom is nbt nearly so bad as 
Wordsworth, for example, might 
have written. She has shown us in 
the past that she is a capable and 
serious poet. If she should find in
